Mr. r.ayne has plowed his lierries thr«H* 
times this year; twice with a spring 
toothed harrow, and once with a wide 
heel sw(*('p. 
In order to show' w hat is actually 
being done in Comanche county along 
the lierry raising line. Prof, T.ayne 
gave a record of the production of 
his own patch this year, and a phrtlal 
г(ч*ог(1 of last year’s production. Uist 
year, from 5iu acre and a half set In 
Clarke and Dillard l>errles, he gather­ 
ed 250 crates, or 106 crat(*s per ace. 
They w'ere considered w'orth $1. per 
crate in the patch. It cost him 26e per 
crate to get them picknl, leaving him 
an income of $187,.'Ю for ell, o r $12.5 
clear profit per acre. This year’s crop 
off of five acres totalled 575 crates, 
worth $1 per crate in the patch. De­ 
ducing 25c per crate for picking, this 
ItNives a net income of 
$431.25, 
or 
$80.25 per acre. Mr. Layne stated that 
this was made even iu the face of the 
fact that the hot winds in April blight­ 
ed his l>errle8 to the ertent of at least 
one fourth. 
He pointed out that the berries were 
grown on ver>' deep sand, some of it 
lieing of the white blowing variety. He 
also pointed out that the harvest comes 
just as school is out and labor is plenti­ 
ful, and th at the harvest Is over iu 
about three w'eeks. He sold his l>erries 
at the patch this year, but last year 
he hauled them to 
Brownwood. 
and 
sold them for .50c more per ecnte. He 
found th at a Ford touring car conven­ 
iently carriee 32 cratea, allowing even 
25c for transportation he received $8

When he had them all be carried them 
out 6t the patch end burned them.
